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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 05/30/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. Foreign References listed on the IDS as 
not been considered, with the exception of EP1 568453. 

The information disclosure statement filed 05/30/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 
Specifically, a copy of the European Search Report for EP 03256191, EP 05002443.9. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-8 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ward (US Patent 3,322,1 75) or Little et al (US Patent 3,209,801 ) or Nicholson et al 
(US Patent 3,661,192) or Hansel et (US Patent 4,298,044). 
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The device of Ward or Little or Nicholson or Hansel reads on the elements of the 
claimed invention including a knife, a base, a wearshoe, an upper clamping member, 
the upper clamp member and wearshoe adapted for mounting engagement with the 
base to provide a gap between the first portion of the upper clamping member that is 
cantilevered from the base and the apparatus adapted for elastically deflecting the 
upper clamping member so as to close the gap as seen in the marked up figures below. 
Little et al further teaches the wearshoe and base including cooperatively interlocking 
portions wherein portions are adapted to prevent the movement of the base.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-17 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Smartwood et al (US Patent 5,979,522) in view of either Dean (US Patent 
4,972,888) or Loth (US Patent 6,561 ,885). 

Smartwood teaches in the figures most of the elements of the claimed invention 
including a base, a upper clamping member and a wearshoe (combination of 34 and 16) 
as seen in the marked up copy. However, Smartwood fails to teach a ring assembly 
comprising two end plates. Dean or Loth both teaches wood chipping machine 
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including a ring assembly having two end plates (fig. 3 of either Dean or Loth) for cutting 
chips. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate a ring assembly as suggested by Dean or Loth in the 
device of Smartwood for the purpose of cutting chips. 




Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3-17 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Thoma, specifically fig. 4 and Demopoulos.
